foods most safely and well. 
vegetables are peas, beans, 
spinach and beets. Canning can now 
be done with a saving of time and 
fuel compared to the water bath or 
open-kettle method. Since it is neces- 
sary to destroy certain bacteria with- 
out affecting food value and attractive- 
mess, this can only be accomplished 
safely in a steam pressure canner 
which reaches a temperature far 
above the boiling point of water, that 
is, 212 degrees. At 10 pounds pres- 
sure, the temperature in the cooker 
reaches 240 degrees. 

The saving in time is only concerned 
with the amount of fuel in that it does 
not take long to watch but the “cool- 
ing off” period is almost one hour, 
Never try to hasten cooling of any 
canner by putting kettle in cold water 
or by wrapping cold, wet towels 
around it since this draws liquid from 
Jars. 

HOW TO CAN 
1.Prepare jars. 
nicks, chips and cracks. Scrub per 
fect jars and lids with hot soapy 
water. Rinse in clean hot water and 
keep hot until ready to be filled. 
2.Prepare food. Work with only 
enough food for one canner at a 
time. Wash and sort, discard any 
imperfect product. Prepare each 
vegetable according to directions 
“given on the chart for processing 
"vegetables in a canner. 
3. Precook vegetables. Put vegetables 
, in kettle and cover with water.

Cook for number of minutes desig-| © 


nated on chart, then pack into hot 

jars. 
4. Filling and sealing jars: leaye one 
inch of head space for starchy yege- 
tables — peas, beans, corn, etc. and 
1-2 inch for other vegetables. Use 
the blanching water to fill jars to 
the brim. Add 1 tsp. salt for quarts 
and 1-2 tsp. salt for pints. Remove 
air bubbles by running a knife up 
and down several times, Wipe off 
sealing surface of jars with a knife 
dipped in boiling water, Adjust the 
lids of jars according to directions 
given with each type of jar. 
§. Cooking the vegetables: place jars |

Dew 


There is-rich history and deep mean- 
ing associated with this word Dew — 
one of the most appealing in the Eng. 
lish language. It probably comes 
from the ancient Anglo-Saxon word 
“deaw,” For unknown thousands of 
years men have pondered this night- 
born phenomenon of Nature. It is 
mentioned in the Bible; it was de- 
scribed by Virgil, Herodotus and Aris- 
totle; Shakespeare spoke of “The 
golden dew of sleep.” Thomas Jeffer- 
son, an unusually keen observer of 
Nature, wrote that dew was more com- 
mon in the lowlands than on the sur- 
rounding hills without appreciating 
that air cooling is more pronounced 
on the low plains than on uplands. 

Writers, with the literal licence 
generously accorded them, speak of 
the dew “falling.” This is technically 
incorrect. The tiny drops of liquid 
that form on grass blades, leaves, and 
spider web threads are actually con- 
densed from water vapor. The pro- 
cess begins shortly after sunset and 
continues steadily through the night 


hours unless there is a considerable 


temperature change, As plants and 
earth radiate their warmth and be.

RAPID TEST 
SFOR HAY CURE 


. A.quick. method of testing hay to de- 
termine if it is safe to place in the 
-mow and has been developed at the 
Michigan State College. »: 
The equipment, as described in C.I. 
“L. Agricultural News, consists of an 
oven, cylinder, weighing scales and 
-moisture chart. To determine the 
moisture content of hay, the oven is 
ifastened.to the .exhaust of a truck, 
tractor or automobile. A sample of 
hay is folded and pressed into a metal 
oeylinder, Cylinder and sample are 
weighed, then_placed in the oven. The 
engine is started and allowed to run a 
little faster than idling speed. It 
‘takes from.five to seven minutes for 
tthe hot exhaust gases to dry the hay. 
‘The cylinder.and sample are then 
\weighed.again. By using the chart 
which comes with the equipment, the 
samount of moisture which was in the 
hay before drying jean be quickly 
read.

Apparently some 
oarse, scratchy material is required 
to irritate the rumen and initiate 
belching, thus enabling the animal to 
remove accumulated gas from the 
rumen, When alfalfa or clover con- 
tains relatively large amounts of 
water or if they are wet as the result 
of frost, dew, or rain, they are more 
than likely to be dangerous for use as 
feeds. A heavy rain following a period 
of drought will promote a_ rapid 
luscious growth of the legumes, thus 
increasing bloat hazard. Pasturing 
the alfalfa or clover after they have 
reached the blooming stage helps pre- 
vent trouble. Mature legumes stimu- 
lates belching by which the animal 
rids itself of the gas as it forms. By 
using a fairly large proportion of 
grass, there will be less danger of 
bloat in cattle than if a legume is used 
lone. Experience at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Melfort, Sask., 
has shown that bloat rarely occurs if 
grasses make up at least 50 per cent 
of the mixture, says Superintendent 
H. E. Wilson. Grasses and legumes

as well. One or two pounds of skim 
milk, or buttermilk, per pound of 
grain is recommended for pypenant 
and nursing sows about 2 to 2% 
pounds for weanings, while the 
amount may be gradually reduced to 
one pound per pound of grain for 
finishing market pigs. Sweet skim 


milk is best for nursing sows, nursing 
and weaning pigs. In the absence of 
ckim milk it is necessary to provide 
a substitute such as tankage or a mix- 
ed protein supplement in suitable 
amounts. The amount of tankage to 
feed varies from 8 to 10 per cent for 
nursing and weanling pigs to 4 or 5 
per cent for finishing market piga and 
for pregnant and nursing sows. The 
mixed supplements should be fed ac- 
cording to directions supplied by the 
manufacturer.

Catiadian Cow Ig First | 


Holstein With Two 
1200 Pound Records 


A cow in the herd of Albert Seiling, 
Elmira, Ont., has just completed her 
second yearly production record of 
over 1200 Ibs. fat, thus becoming the 
first Holstein in the world to complete 
on official test, two records, each 
above 1200 lbs. fat on three times-a- 
day milking. In fact she is the first 
Holstein in Canada to twice exceed 
the 1200 lb. mark regardless of times 
milked daily, This cow is named 
Seiling Royal Wing and her latest 
record was made as a nine-year-old 
when she produced in 365 days on 
three times-a-day milking, 28,714 lbs. 
milk containing 1215 lbs. fat, average 
test 4.23 per cent butterfat. As a 
seven-year-old she produced in 365 
days on three times-a-day milking, 28,- 
505 Ibs. milk containing 1219 Ibs, fat, 
average test 4.28 per cent butterfat. 
These two individual records are the 
fifth and «sixth largest for fat ever 
made in Canada.in the class. 

According to Mr. Seiling, heavy pro- 
duction hasn't harmed “Royal Wing,” 
as she still looks like a four-year-old 
and when she freshens again this com- 
ing September, should be ready to 
make another outstanding record. 

One of the unusual things about 
“Royal Wing” is the evenness of her 
last two production records. During 
her first 1200 lb. lactation, her highest 
day was 109.5 lbs. while during her 
second 1200 lactation, her best day 
was 109 Ibs. In the former case, she 
had 33 days over 100 Ibs. production 
and in the latter, 27 over 100 Ibs. 
while at the finish of her first 1200 1b. 
record, she was milking 63 lbs. daily 
and at the end of her second 1200 Ib. 
lactation, 65 Ibs. daily. During her 
Iatest record, she had 14 official 
butterfat tests, ranging from an even 
4.0 per cent to 4.8 per cent, for an ay- 
erage of 4.3 per cent.

Most Cars Stolen 


Have Keys 
In Them 


Nine out of ten stolen cars have 
had the key left in the lock, reports 
T. H. Murphy in the August Reader’s 
Digest. Police records show that 
among the 400 or more cars stolen 
daily in the United States, 90 per cent 
were left on the street with the key in, 
“all set to go.” Law-enforcement au- 
thorities are almost unanimous in be- 
lieving that auto thefts could be vir 
tually ended if the public were aware 
of this temptation to car thieves, and 
acted accordingly. 

Murphy’s article, ,condensed from 
the Hartford Courant Magazine, says 
most stolen cars are taken by young- 
sters. Of 19,000 persons arrested last 
year for auto theft, more than half 
were under 21, about 3,500 were under 
18, and 343 were less than 15 years 
old. All had the same story: “I 
wouldn’t have thought of it if I hadn't 
seen the key in the car.” 

Although many laws bar 
keys in unattended cars, such laws are 
largely ignored. Illustrating how 
strict enforcement can reduce automo- 
bile thefts is the case of Decatur, Ill. 
In 1945, alarmed by an epidemic of 
car stealings, Decatur’s authorities 
decided to enforce a law that had been 
“lying dormant on the books”. Forty- 
one persons were arrested in the first

Pre-Cooling 
Soft Fruits 


High summer temperatures at time 
of picking are very hard on soft fruits 


such as berries, cherries, apricots, 


peaches and plums. Unlike apples and 
oranges, which remain firm for a 
reasonable time after picking, berries 
and stone fruits deteriorate rapidly, 
Horticulturists of the Department of 
Agriculture point out that even when 
these fruits are being picked for a 
local market, no time should be lost 
in getting them from the heat of the 


field, at least into a cool basement. |: 


Where more distant marketing in in- 
volved, the fruit should be pre-cooled 
with artificial refrigeration to check 
over-ripening before loading into re- 
frigerated cars. This can be done by 
stacking the fruit loosely in an in- 
sulated room and by means of a fan, 
circulating a large volume of air 
through a bunker of ice. An alternate 
method is a cold air diffuser unit in 
the room operating under mechanical 
refrigeration.
